The island of J av a has been called 
by more than one trav eler the most 
beautiful island in the world. 
It is in 
shape much like Cuba. 
It Is long and 
narrow, about 7 00 miles one way and 
less than 100 the other. 
Some of the 
mountains are 10,000 or 12,000 feet 
high, hut there are no snow clad peaks. 
They are all clothed to the summit 
with the richest tropical v egetation, 
for they are almost directly under the 
equator. 
There are at least thirty or 
forty v olcanoes in the island, many of 
them still activ e. 
The island is controlled by the Dutch. 
About the time the pilgrim fathers 
sailed from Holland to land on Ply m­ 
outh rock another ex pedition from the 
same country carried the Dutch flag to 
the other side of the world, and Dutch 
gov ernors hav e ruled in J av a for about 
3 00 y ears. 
But the remarkable archi­ 
tectural remains in the interior hear 
testimony to the ex tinct civ ilization of 
a mighty empire once enthroned upon 
this island and of an ancient religion 
that was supplanted by Buddhism. 
Although the Dutch are complete 
masters, there are still nativ e rulers 
left in the island, emperor and sultan, 
who are allowed to retain their lofty 
titles and liv e surrounded with an im­ 
perial etiquette, although they are in 
reality little better than state prison­ 
ers. 
The emperor liv es in his “ kraton,“ a 
large inclosure in which is the palace. 
Before the palace stretches the so call­ 
ed “ Alon-Alon,” a broad, open space, 
often flanked on one side by a mosque, 
and this is the arena for the tiger 
fights, which are the fav orite div ersion 
of monarch and subject alike. 
For these combats hunters trap ti­ 
gers 
in

mountains—magnificent 
beasts, not born In a cage and half 
subdued by long confinement, but real 
kings of the forest caught full grown 
and with their strength increased by 
rage at their captiv ity .

The treatment or killing of a single 
animal in a herd w a s tried in 
an 
outbreak and did not prove effective. 
The remainder of the herd soon be­ 
came affected and had to he killed. 
“Veterinary 
authorities 
arc, 
agreed that the only method of com­ 
bating the disease is to 
stop 
all 
movement of 
stock 
and 
material 
which have been subjected to 
any 
danger of infection, and to kill off 
without delay all herds in which the 
disease has 
gained 
any 
foothold. 
This enables the authorities tcf era­ 
dicate affected herds and to isolate 
and hold under observation all sus­ 
pected herds. 
“The federal quarantine prevents 
all interstate movement of stock and 
materials likely to carry the infec­ 
tion. 
The state authorities also are 
•mposing local 
quarantines, 
which 
prevent the passage of animals from 
farms or localities known to he in­ 
fected to other localities in the same 
state in which the disease has not 
appeared. 
Each infected herd, as 
rapidly as the disease is discovered, 
killed and the dead animals buried 
in a covering of lime. 
“The owner of 
the 
slaughtered 
animals is reimbursed on a basis of 
the a p p ra ise d value of the herd, the 
expense of the whole 
process 
of 
condemnation and disinfection is di­ 
vided equally between the 
federal 
and state governments. 
“Until 
the 
entire premises have 
been thoroughly disinfected and all 
danger of spreading thd disease re­ 
moved, the farm is quarantined by 
the local authorities in the same way 
in which it would be for a contag­ 
ious 
human 
disease. 
This 
local 
quarantine prevents the visit of in­ 
dividuals or the transfer 
of 
any 
produce or animal from the farm to 
other farms.”

Farmers say that the disease or­ 
iginated in soutfiern Michigan and 
comes from the soil.

It is said that the disease 
is contagious and

carried

straw and manure in stock cars. The 
railroad companies have been noti­ 
fied that they must not accept straw, 
fodder or hay for shipment from the 
affected areas and that 
all 
cattle 
cars must he disinfected within tlie 
next sixty days. 
Stock dealers in 
this vicinity do not believe that, the 
disease is likely to appear in Rush 
county a s precautions have been ta ­ 
ken to prevent its spread and stock 
from other places are not received 
here. 
Since the quarantine has been 
established cattle from the affected 
areas cannot be shipped into Indiana 
and care is exercised in buying stock 
in Indiana. 
The secretary of agriculture

1 lazelbnniek, France, October, 20 
(By mail to New York)— In a little 
village ju st across the border from 
here, I saw today, walking through 
the drizzle the man who will prob­ 
ably come out of this war with the 
most lasting reputation of any en­ 
gaged in it : King Albert of Belgium. 
Fresh from the trenches where he 
had scorned death and patted his 
fighting soldiers 
on the 
shoulder 
with the cheers o f his enthusiastic 
men in his ears his long rather Eng­ 
lish face wore the expression of one 
who had suffered a great deal and 
who was enobled bd his suffering. I 
have seen many pictures of Christ 
on the Cross, some done by m asters 
and in each I have seen about the 
eyes just the same expression which 
1 caught iti the eyes of the Belgian 
king. 
There is something of p a ti­ 
ence in it, something of pity, much 
suffering— but nothing mean. 
The 
king’s small blonde mustache em­ 
phasizes the expression, especially 
as it curves about a mouth of rather 
graceful lines and more adapted to 
tenderness 
than 
to 
the 
harsher 
emotions. 
Yet war and 
soldiering 
have left their 
stam p 
upon 
his 
strangely melancholy face and there
